Local Ham Receives Honors 


Scott, LA Police Sgt. Gary 
Nezat KS5EOD received the “Officer 
of the Year” award for his dedicated 
service. Sgt. Nezat started his career 
with the Scott Police Department in 
1988. In 1996, Nezat enlisted in the 
Louisiana National Guard and re- 
ceived a Purple Heart after he was in- 
jured while serving in Iraq in 2004. 
Nezat was injured while patrolling 
when shrapnel flew from a detonated 
parked car. 

Nezat is credited with saving a man's life in March, 2010. "It was 
confirmed by emergency room personnel that the driver would not have sur- 
vived the accident if Sgt. Nezat would not have responded the way that he 
did," Leger said. On March 10, 2010, Nezat responded to an accident be- 
tween a motorcycle and van. The driver's leg had been amputated below the 
knee. "Due to his military and law enforcement training, Sgt. Nezat started 
1st Aid and used his personal tourniquet that he was carrying to try and stop 
the bleeding, 

In July of this year, Sgt. Gary Nezat received the Louisiana Associa- 
tion of Chiefs of Police "Officer of the Year" award for saving the life of the 
motorcycle driver. He has also received the "Officer of the Year" award 
from the Lafayette Optimist Club, St. Edmonds Knights of Columbus, Scott 
Business Association as well as the "Life Saver" award from the Scott Po- 
lice Department and the City of Scott. Sgt. Nezat is a great credit to his pro- 
fession, the Scott Police Department and the citizens of Scott. 

Gary also participates in some of our local SkyWarn and ARES nets 
when weather conditions and emergencies arise. He is a real asset to our 
community.
